ae Swing of the Pendulum 


The enormous demand for products and goods of all kinds during the 
war, and the consequent rapid rise in prices not only for such products 
and goods but for all materials and labor entering into their production for 
tse, created problems in finance and economics which taxed the best brains 
in all countries. Phenomenal increases in prices of all-commodities in- 
evilably forced increased wages paid to workers in order that they might 
be able to maintain themselves and their families. And increased wages 
could have flo other effect than to give still another boost to the costs of 
production, and, as a natural result, another advance in prices. Another 
call for an increase in wages followed, and so the world travelled in a circle. 

With the conclusion of the war came a sudden cessation in demand 
for those articles which were required in cnormous quantities during the 
struggle. Coupled -with this cessation in demand, was the return of mil- 
lions of men from the atmies back to civilian life and the neeessity of ab- 
sorbing them once again into the industrial and productive work of the 
country, Under the conditions it did not take long to make good the 
shortage of goods in practically all lines which had been created during the 
wat while the energies of all people were devoted to the making of war ma- 
terials and equipment, 

Now the world of finance and business-and labor faceg the problems of 
decreased demand and falling prices. Difficult as were the problems 
created by unprecedented demand, shortage of materials and labor, and 
ateadily rising prices, they were simple compared to the difficulties now con- 
fronting everybody because of decreased demand, and consequent unem- 
ployment, resulting in a lessened buying power by the public and an inevit- 
able fall in prices of commodities. Yet this new and much more difficult 
problem must be faced and solved, and all classes must contribute their fair 
share to the solution, 

The chief present difficulty seems to lie in the fact that the working- 
man remains insistent that the high scale of wages reached during the war 
period of inflation shall be maintained. Those high wages were the outcome 
of unusual conditions, and any intelligent and observant person must real- 
ize that with the passing of those exceptional conditions, wages, like every- 
thing else, must return to a normal level. 

In order to stimulate buying on the part of people generally, there must 
be a decrease in prices: If there is not such a drop in prices, and, as a 
consequence, increased buying, there must inevitably be a curtailment in 
production, A dropping off in industria] production means unemployment 
for the workers, not merely at prevailitfg high wages but at any wages at 
all. - Any increase in the number of the unemployed means a further low- 
ering of the buying power of the people, and a still further increase in un- 
employment, or a substantial reduction in the houts of employment—factor- 
ies running half-time instead of full time. In other words, the world is in 
danger of again travelling in an economic circle, even more vicious and 
containing greater possibilities of disaster than the one travelled during the 
war years. 

The unfortunate fact is that, to an appalling extent, people today are 
being guided in their actions by untried theories instead of by the actual 
experience of the past. Workers everywhere seem to be demanding the 
settlement of present problme in conomics on a basis which totally disre- 
gards fundamental principles which underlie all business and finance, Dur- 
ing the war the pendulum swung to the extreme limit one way, and every- 
body had to swing with it; it must swing to the other extreme before an 
equilibrium is reached, and once again everybody is affected. Not by the 
efforts on any one class alone, but only through the combined efforts and co- 
operation of all can a normal level be successfully reached. 

One of the fallacies, which, however, finds ready acceptance In some 
quarters, is that any.given industry can fix its own prices, hours of labor, 
scale of wages, etc., without having regard to other lines of industry, Fir 
example, that railway executives and railway employees can get together 
and decide upon hours of labor and scale of wages, and by setting these 
forth in an agreement ratified and signed by both parties, settle the problem 
60 far as they are concerned. But not so. If as the result of the 
schedules agreed upon an undue burden is placed on other lines of commer- 
cial activity and the public as a whole, then there will be such a falling off 
in business that the railway companies will be sufferers and the necessity j 
be enforced upon them of laying off countless numbers of their employees. 
Jt would be merely a modern application of the old fable of killing the 
goose that laid the golden egg. 

And what would be true in the case cited, would prove equally trpe in 
relation to any other industry. » There are other aspects of this very com- 


plex problem, and it is important at this time that people should not dwell 
too much on theories, but face actualities, fundamental principles, and the 
concrete facts of the situation. ;

During the war, building activity 
was reduced to.a minimum, and the 
total value of the production of ce- 
ment, clay and quarry products which 
had reached a maximum of $30,809,752 
in 1913 and fallen to $17,467,186 in 
1916, increasing to $27,421,510 in 1919. 
In 1920 the value of this production 
had increased to a new maximum of 
$38,184,848. While higher prices have 
played an important part in this in- 
crease of over 39 per cent. in value the 
actual quantities of cement, brick, 
lime and stone produced has been 
considerably increased in 1920 over 
the 1919 production.

Premicr Briand, replying to Inter- 
pretations in the French Chamber of 
Deputies regarding the London repar- 
ations conference, said that if the al- 
lics remain firm and united, the Ger- 
mans will discover that they (the Ger- 
mans) have astonishing. resources, 
Germany had been vanquished, he de- 
clared, but, unfortunately psychologi- 
cally this was insufficiently apparent 
to the German people. 

M. Briand told the Chamber he 
went to the London conference bound 
to maintain the reparation figures 
arrived at in Paris, but ready to 

" make recessions regarding the meth- 
ods of payment. 

“I frankly told our allies there 
was a wall against which we were 
backed,” he declared. The military 
penalties, the Premier said, had to 
be effective although inexpensive. Re- 
garding security, he asserts: “I might 
say the allied guns are trained on 
Essen and we control the movement 
of the greatest part of the Ruhr coal.” 

Premier Briand continued: “Today 
it isa begging Germany, disputing 
foot by foot, and trying to arouse 
the neutral countries by bought news- 
papers. But the day we let ourselves 
be persuaded and seem to abandon 
our efforts, then that day one will 
gee another Germany, one all ready 
to attempt in the economic domain 
the imperialist conquests she failed 
to achieve in the military domain. 

Speaking of Germany’s ability 
pay, M. Briand declared: 

“Germany had no foreign debt. Her 
taxes are lighter than ours and her 
economic situation is better. The 
German budget has been erected with 
apparent dissimulation. Germany said 
at Spa that she could not deliver 
800,000 tons of coal, but menaced with 
a penalty, she delivered nearly 2,000,- 
000. 

“At London Germany declared she 
could not exceed fhe payment of a 
billion marks yearly. In five days, 
menaced by an ultimatum, the Ger- 
mans discovered resources and agreed 
to pay during five years, the most dif- 
ficult time, the figures of the Paris 
agreement. We have a right to be 
suspicious and say there are resources 
in Germany. 

“Germany's position is that of a 
debtor and not of a merchant who 
pays out his profits. She owes 
her debt out of her entire asscts. 
We have a right to tell her great 
feudal lords of industry, finance and 
agriculture ‘it is all your assets that 
you are liable for payment of your 
debt. You have mines, forests and 
railroads. You have factories so 
prosperous that their scandalous 
profits no longer are published. You 
should mobilize them for the pay- 
ment of your debt.” 

“Our soldiers are at Dusseldorf, 
Duisburg and Ruhrort with cannon 
trained on Essen to show them 
something,” the Premier exclaimed. 
His words were almost drowned in 
the applause. 

He gave the British Prime Min- 
ister credit for being the first to re- 
ject the German proposals, and paid 
him tribute as “the sincere friend of 
France.” 

Regarding the duration of the oc- 
eupation of thé new territories, M. 
Briand declared the soldiers would 
remain. where they were until the 
questions of reparations, disarma-

Body of Unknown Soldier 
Cannot be Identified 


Remains Were Chosen From Hun- 
dreds of Thousands of the 
Killed. 

There is not the slightest possibility 
that the remains of the Empire’s un- 
known seldier, now resting in West- 
minster Abbey, will ever be identified. 
Captain the Rev. M. Mullineux, M.C., 
made this very clear when he explain- 
ed to newspapermen recently how the 
soldier was chosen from the hundreds 
of thousands of unknowns who gave 

life for the cause. 

Wise precautions were taken in this 
direction and the consequence is that 
any mother or wife whose son or hus- 
band was numbered among the un- 
known dead on the battlefields of any 
of the fighting fronts may cherish the 
hope that the ashes of her hero rest 
beside those of Engiand’s honored 
dead to be a subject of reverence and 
respect for generatigns yet unborn. 


Captain-Mullineux is a member of: 
the directorate of the Graves Regis-! 


tration and Enquiries Board, whose 
function is to check the graves of 
soldiers. It was created by the war 
department of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and has elready done much 
valuable work. Captain Mullineux 
is also the agent of the Canadian and 
New Zealand Red Cross Society en- 
trusted with the duty of assisting rela- 
tives of deceased soldiers to locate the 
bodies of their dead. 

The selection of the unknown sol- 
dier whose body now rests in West- 
minster was made from a number 
of bodies of unknowns, “one taken 
from each fighting front. These 
were assembled at a central spot in 
France and coffined, the coffins be- 
ing identical in appearance.. From 
the eight or nine bodies so chosen 
three were selected. Another selec- 
tion committee then picked one from 
the three, and this was taken to Paris 
and finally formed the central figure 
of London's mournful but impressive 
pageant, Captain Mullineux was 
present at the ceremony of intern- 
ment in the Abbey and describes it as

Sub-Surface Rights 


Edmonton Member Endeavors to 
Secure Measure of Protection for 
Homesteaders. 

Brig.-General Griesbach, M.P., of 
West Edmonton, would have one-six- 
teenth of the value of off which may 
be produced on homestead lands paid 
to the owner who shall have made a 
homestead entry. He has moved a 
resolution to this effect in the com- 
mons. 

General Griesbach drew the atten- 
tion of the house to the difference 
between the system of land tenure 
prevailing in the prairie provinces 
from that which obtains in other 
parts of Canada. The old common 
flaw title exists in the remaining prov- 
inces, The owner owns from. the 
centre of the carth to the sky. In the 
three prairie provinces, ince 1887, 
title has been granted to the surface 
rights only. The ownership in all 
minerals which may underife the sur 
face is reserved to the Crown. The 
Crown may, upon application, issue 
oil leases to any persons who apply 
in respect to lands which are owned 
by hundreds of thousands of home- 
steaders throughout the prairie prov- 
inces. The member for West Ed- 
monton mentioned that the owner of 
the surface rights may apply for an 
oll lease, but he drew attention to 
what is undoubtedly the case, that 
the real owner of-the land is out of 
touch with oil development and may 
waken up any omrning to find that 
some capitalist, investor or specula- 
tor who has had the advice of geolo- 
gists, has secured a lease to drill for 
oil upon his property, and if oil is 
produced, he gets no share of the 
profit from it. :

His appeal is 
made ipstead on the basis of sym- 
pathy for the man who has braved 
the rigors of pioneering, whose taxes 
have assisted the development of the 
country, and whose early efforts have 
helped to make possible the finding 
of mineral riches in the provinces. 

This appeal will strike a respon- 
sive chord in western communities. 
Whether the mover of this resolution 
succeeds or not in inducing the gov- 
ernment to be guided less by the logic 
of the law than by a generous sym- 
pathy for the western pioneer, hid 
action in the house has the value of 
drawing attention to another differ- 
ence in the treatment accorded the 
west and the east. That Is, in the 
value of an castern title, which grants 
to the holder the full-rights to values 
below as well as above the surface, 
while titles in the west apply only

“Oral Hygiene” Lay 
_ Education Series 


“YOUR TEETH” 
First. Stage of the Decay of the 
Teeth. 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.S., 
Editor Oral Hygiene, 

If your knife and fork, spoon, plate, 
cup and saucer were left from one 
meal to another without thorough 
washing, you would change your 
boarding house. 

But why be so particular about out- 
side matters unless you thoroughly 
cleanse your own mouth after each 
meal? : 

When food is allowed to pack be- 
tween and around the teeth caries, 
or decay as it is commonly called, 
gets a good start. The packed food 
decomposes and ferments, this 
makes the: bacteria happy so they all 
move in. ‘ 

As the bacteria get settled upon the 
enameled surface of the teeth, they 
cover themselves with a coating call- 
ed a gelatinous plaque. Under this 
protective covering the bacteria grow 
unless they are removed by thorough 
cleansing. 

Decay of the teeth, caries, is a 
disease just the same as tuberculosis 
or measles is a disease. In this dis- 
ease the hardest tissue in the body 
is attacked. 

‘The bacteria of decay are really 
tiny plants. They live and die as 
other plants do and when they die, 
they decompose and ferment, form- 
ing an acid. This acid, in its fresh 
state, will dissolve the enamel of the 
tooth a very little at a time at first, 
but the further in the bacteria they 
get, the more rapidly they work. 

The enamel of the teeth is not sen- 
sitive. It is composed entirely of 
the salts of lime, shaped into micro- 
scopic rods that are bound together by 
a natural cement. The rods all 
point toward the centre, like the 
bricks in an arch, Enamel is the 
armor plate of a tooth; when the de- 
cay gets through the armor it reaches 
the ends of the tiny fibres from the 
nerve that radiate through the body 
of the tooth. ; 

It is here that you get that first 
sharp pain that tells there is trouble 
ahead, trouble that only one person 
can stop. Don't delay. Your teeth 
are too valuable, '

Farmers 


Since the 17th of January, two ag- 
ricultural instruction cars have been 
operating along the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in the southern part of Sas- 
katchewan. The cars were supplied 
and hauled free by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. They were equipped 
with demonstration apparatus and 
speakers by the Department of Ag- 
ricutlure and the College of Agricul- 
ture, One of the cars has been de- 
voted to the promotion of interest in 
the dairying industry and the other to 
the demonstration of better methods 
of field crop production, They have 
both served as a valuable medium for 
the diffusion of the information col- 
lected by the Better Farming Com- 
mission appointed by the Saskatche- 
wan Government last s f. 

“Thousands of farmers and their 
wives and children have visited the 
cars since they started out on their 
round of daily meetings at towns in 
Southern Saskatchewan. They have 
listened to the lectures delivered by 
the experts who manned the cars, 
viewed the educational films that have 
been run off, and watched the demon- 
strations that have been performed 
for their benefit. 

This was to be expected, What 
evidence is there, however, that the 
lessons delivered to them at no in- 
considerable expense have gone 
home? | 

Two incidents that have come to 
notice recently says the Regina Lead- 
er, will answer this query. 

At Verwood, the other day, a farm- 
et listened to a lecture on the value of 
the silo in the dairying industry. As 
soon as the lecture was over he called 
the lecturer aside and asked him for 
further details. The result was that 
the two men walked over to a local 
lumber yard, wrote out the specifica- 
tions for a silo large enough to con- 
tain fodder for twelve cows, and the 
farmer bought the lumber and con- 
crete then and there. 

This particular farmer acted 
promptly on the information convey- 
ed to him by a lecturer on one of the 
cars, and is now well on his way to 
the possession of one of the most im- 
portant pieces of equipment for an 
up-to-date dairy establishment in this 
latitude. It is not unreasonable to 
assume that many of his neighbors 
will sooner or later imbibe the same 
wholesome lesson and follow it, 

At another point the same lectur 
er showed to an audience of children 
the Department of Agriculture's film 
illustrating the value of milk in the 
human diet. The following day a 
farmer came to the car and asked to 
see the film. He explained that he 
had been trying for a long time to 
get his boy to drink milk, without suc- 
cess. The boy had come home from 
seeing the film and asked for a glass 
of milk and ended by drinking two 
glasses, Such a film, thought the 
farmer, was worth going a long way 
to see. 

These incidents serve to illustrate 
the practical value to the farmers of 
the province of the operations of 
these in tion cars, The life of 
the farmer is a busy one; time to read 
books’ is not always to be found. The 
content of many books is brought 
home directly to him through the lec- 
tures, fileus and demonstrations which 
the Government is transporting to his 
door. Whatever the cost of operat- 
ing these cars may be, a few more 
silos and a generation of boys all 
drinking milk will well repay the 
province for its outlay on them.
